He may dtirtk the waters of life, 
in rude simplicity, fronr the palm of his hand, from 
the chrystal cup of reforthed epistopacy, or frofi 
the embossed and enchased golden chalice 6f pap 
georgeousness. Yotr ancestors anounced ¢his 
opinion and enjoyed its legal exercise, long befott 
the able and amiable Roman Catholic Lord Balti- 
more, or the sagacidus and teneévolent Qiaker Wil. 
iam Penn, adopted’ and enforced it. In this great 
discovery, you havé thé incontestible merit of pridti- 
ty. This is a glory of which You cannot bé tebbed, 
a glory which no historian dare pass ‘by annoticed 3 
though he may be horn in a land whith reluctantly 
eulogises, what it secretly envies, tlie proud pré- 
eminence in effectuating that, which has contribute 
to the repose and felicity of mankind, more than 
any other discovery or declaration ; saving that of 
the Gospel, whence it was borrowed, and from which 
it necessarily results.

Where 
this principle is, there is a largeness of thought, a 
loftiness of conception, that naturally breaks the 
way, and opens the avenues to political rights and 
enjoyments. Wherever this freedom exists, politic- 
al freedom co-exists. This is not too broad a posi- 
tion, but at any rate fearless of contradiction, we may 
assert that civil and political liberty, cannot be long 
securely maintained, without religious freedom. 
What man can deem himself free, when in the pri- 
mary concern and consolation of his present, and 
the hopes and fears of his future existence, he is 
shackled by authority, debarred from light, and 
taught to shrink from a vagrant uprising thought of 
non-conformity to the prescribed Creed, as blasphe- 
my and enmity towards God? Political Freedom, 
with cautious, not with timid step ; though with her 
person half concealed, and the brightness of her 
glory veiled, attended in the train of the protestant 
Reformation in Europe. In the North American 
Colonies, she marched with a fearless and defying

All history, sacred and secular, combines with all 
experience to demonstrate the conquering power 
of love on the hearts of men, in all times, circum- 
stances, and regions of the earth, and to evince the 
weakness of hatred and hostility to subdue a single 
heart, whatever they may effect in the external de- 
portment. Were vengeance and fury the strongest 
defence of a throne, the best means of vanquishing 
rebels, or of securing the peace and fidelity of'sub- 
jects, God should be armed with his panoply, which 
would consiitute his almightiness ; but these qual- 
ities are not the foundation of his supremacy, nor do 
they guarantee the safety of his kingdom. Human 
governments have acted on a warlike policy in the 
management of their external concerns, or internal 
police, till the reflecting are satisfied of its ineffici- 
ency, and impatient to see their race under the con- 
trol of more wise, and therefore more generous reg- 
ulatitions. Till this shall be the case, laws, and the 
usages of nations will but render men refined barba- 
rians, polished in their manners, but faithless and 
cruel. It has been discovered that wrath and 
threats may control the acts, or effect the external 
appearance, but their inefficacy to win regard, or es- 
tablish unfeigned love, has been demonstrated by the 
experience and history of our race, since the creation 
of man. In the account of Joseph and his. brethren, 








of Moses and Pharaoh, and of the children. of Israel 
in the wilderness and in Canaan, no instance is found, 
where affection was procured by menace, or.contin- 
ued through fear. Though Joseph was the second 
man in Egypt in power, opulence, and the means of 
doing good or evil, his brethren did not consequetly 





love him, but doubted his sincerity in giving them a 
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So 
dwelling’in Goshen, and concluded after their father’s ' 
death, that Joseph would remember the injury they 
had done ‘him, ‘and exert his power for their destrac- 
tion. So much were they impressed with the idea, 
that a messenger was sent to Joseph to solicit his 
forgivness, even through the pretended command of 
his father; yet, when he learned the distrust of his 
brethren, instead of imprisoning them for their cru- 
elty to him, or threatening them with heavy destruc- 
tion, he wept at the misery of their condition, com- 
forted them concerning their misdeeds, and gave 
them the assurance of future regard and support. 
Had he known terror would soften his. brethren into 
love and trust, he must have employed it, when his 
soul was melted at their distress, and strange disbelief 
in his fraternal love and care. This case shows 
with great plainness the impracticability of gaining 
the heart by sternness and’inflexibility. Though 
Moses wrought many wonders in the land of Eygpt 
before Pharaoh and his people, their affections were 
not kindled by those displays of power, nor were 
they disposed to confide in the Israelites, as the se- 
quel of the story clearly evidences. Though Neb- 
uchadnezzar threatened those who did not worship his 
idol with a.red hot furnace, and had powerto put his 
menace in execution, the people did not consequent- 
ly love him, or bow to the image of gold, because 
they saw it deserved their undissembled reverence. 
In a word, God is never worshipped but in spirit and 
in truth, and if people have not sufficient regard for 
him to obey and trust him for what he is, they do 
not rejoice in his existence, or government, and yield 
as acceptable homage as devils who believe and 
tremble. But to serve God through love necesssar- 
ily supposes acquaintance with him, and regard, 
which has grown out of a knowledge of his character. 
It is not in our power to serve a being who is apa- 
thetical towards us, for in this case there is nothing 
to excite affection : it isless possible to obey one 
who hates us, for then his every quality raises disgust 
and hostility, but it is perfectly easy to obey one 
who regards us, to submit to his will, and to find our 
happiness in complying with his requirements. This 
is the way in which the happy in glory serve God, 
in this way did the early apostles and myrtyrs adore 
their Creator, and for no reason can saints of latter 
ages revere, praise, and trust God, but because he 
Jirst loved them. Were there nothing but hatred in 
God towards sinners, it would be most unwise to so- 
licit their affection, with threats of exterminating 
fury, for they would just as readily love the menace, 
as the being who thundered it against them ; conse- 
quently there would be no choice between falling a 
victim to the hatred of God, or to the commination 
of his fury. But if God love sinners, plunged in 
midnight ignorance of his character, and most com- 
pletely estranged from him by the force of evil habit, 
there is great wisdom in calling them to: return, in 
pointing out God’s untiring regard for them, and in 
showing that their heavenly Father’s love should ex- 
cite their affection, obedience, trust, and produce 
entire submission to his will. This course was ad- 
opted by Christ’s first preachers, and whatever might 
be the condition of their hearers, they pursued one 
uniform path, invariably testifying to all men the

Extract from Rev. James Wilson’s Reply to Ely’s 
Contrast. 

Galvinistick ideas of Adam’s primeval perfection, 
seem therefore, to border upon extravagance ; and 
not to be reconcilable with a condition of peccability. 
Whatever loss we may have sustained by the sin of 
Adam, yet ample indemnification therefor, appears to 
have been made to us by Christ. For if“In Adam 
all have died ;”? so the same all, and in the same sense, 
‘*Jn Christ are made alive.” If “ By the offence of 
one, Judgment came upon all men to condemnation : 
even so by the righteousness of one the free gift, came 
upon all men to Justification of life.’ And, “As by 
one man’s disobedience many were made sinners ;

righteous.” So that ‘Where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound: that as sin hath reigned un- 
to death, even so might grace reign, through right- 
eousness unto eternal life, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.”

LEGISLATIVE INTOLERANCE. 

We learn by the WV. H. Patriot, that the Committee 
appointed by the Legislature of that State, to nom- 
inate a Chaplain, for the present session, made a re- 
port nominating Rev. Epwarp Turner, of Ports- 
mouth—which report was rejected. 

Mr. Toppan then moved that the Rev. preachers 
of Concord, be requested to officiate alternately. 

Mr. Evans, of Portsmouth, then rose, and offered 
some very liberal and conclusive remarks. He main- 
tained that as it was not pretended but that Mr. Tur- 
ner was an intelligent, pious preacher, it was wrong 
to reject him on account of his religious sentiments. 
If ministers of one denomination were to be intro- 
duced as Chaplains to the exclusion of all others ; or 
even all the different denominations were to be in- 
cluded to the exclusion of any one, the government 
of the State, so far as it was constituted by the Rep- 
resentatives, would be sectarian. A sectarian Leg- 
islature—a sectarian administration—a sectarian gov- 
ernment. Sectarianism and religion (said he) are 
two very different things. 


But on taking the vote, Mr. Toppan's motion pre- ’ 


vailed, 78 rising in favour, 53 against it. 

At a subsquent period, Mr. Evans presented the 
following preamble and resolve :— _—- 

“ Whereas the late proceeding in this House rela- 
tive to the choice of a Chaplain has called in question 





that spirit of toleration’ which is contemplated by our 
Bill of Rights, and which is essential both to thewel- 
fare and reputation of the State’ of New Mamp- 
shire : Therefore, 

“* Resolved, that any intolerance, or exclusion of 
any minister from the office of chaplain, on account 
of his religious persuasion, would be, in our opinion, 
highly improper and injurious.” 

This Resolve, was upon Mr- Evans’ request, laid 
upon the table, in order to give time for that reflec- 
tion that was due to its importance. 

It is gratifying to learn that this important ques- 
tion isin a way for ample discussion in the New- 
Hampshire Legislature. Mr. Evans, it is true, is not 
of our persuasion, but is a liberal, able, noble minded 
politician. His knowledge of men and things is pro- 
found—it is universal. We have much reason for 
gratitude that a quesrian of such vital importance to 
the political and religious interests of this country 
is about to be thoroughly canvassed ; and that a man 
of such talents and extensive information as Mr. 
Evans, is on the side of equal rights and religious 
toleration. Many others, we have no doubt, will 
heartily enlist their talents, eloquence and love of 
truth in the same glorious cause. May the God of ” 
infinite mercy and power enable them to act with 
firmness, speaking in words that breathe and thoughts 
that burn.

The conversion of the Jews, is a subject of much 
interest at the present time. A few individuals have 
professed conversion to the orthodoxy of the day, 
and have been immediately employed to raise funds, 
which, in conjunction with other means, were ap- 
propriated to the christian instruction of that people. 
Popular feeling was raised to the highest tone, and 
the warmest expectations were entertained of the 
speedy gathering of the sons of Israel to the fold of 
the christian shepherd.—Scarcely any thing has yet 
been effected in this way, but disappointment. 
Some of these converts, disgusted: with-the means 
and- measures employed by the society “for melio-

Others stiil adhere to the maxims of the mendicant 
system, but no advances are made in the conversion 
of the children of Isracl. Notwithstanding these 
discouragements—not a Jew avows the reception of 
the orthodox religion, but his hopeful conversion is 
trumpetted from America to Europe, and from Eu- 
rope to Palestine. 

But is it generally known, that any Jews profess 
christianity, who have not united with any orthodox 
church ? No: and yet it is believed, there are more 
Jews belonging to a single congregation of Univer- 
salists in this city, than can be found in all the Trin- 
itarian and Limitarian congregations under Heaven. 

Qur orthodox brethren have been for some time 
indefatigable in their attempts to convert the Jews 
to christianity ; immense sums have been obtained 
and.expendecd—societies have been formed—tracts 
circulated, and a mission’ sustained even in Pales- 
tine—all to no purpose. A very few individuals 
have been induced to profess the doctrine. Retrace, 
if you please, the pages of ecclesiastical history, and 
you will perceive that as the doctrines now consid- 

, ered orthodox advanced, the Jews receded from the 
chureh, so that for many ages the conversion of a 
Jew was a very rare occurrence. 

This fact shows that it is the exceptionable doc- 
trines of the church, which prevent any means from 
being effectual ; while, at the same time, it exoner- 
ates them from the imputation of subbornness. And 


this is the more obvious, from the further fact, that | 


those already alluded to, who make the christian 
profession in the congregation named, have not 
been courted, and caressed, and teased to profess 
christianity. On the contrary, it was the simplicity 
of the gospel—divested of the incomprehensible ab- 


surdities of the trinity—a vicarious atonement, and ,
